HE lat MERCATOR has expofed fuffi- 
ciently the Notion, not of the Samant 
only fetting up our Manufa@tures as has been 
pretended. But indeed of any other Nation 

doing it to any Purpofe, provided our Goods are but 
admitted to be brought into thofe Nations upon rea- 
fonable Duties. , 

‘The MERCATOR infianced in the Scots, who 
before the Union, had effectually Prohibited al] our 
Woollen Manufactures, and that fo feverely, that when- 
ever they were found they were Burned at the Marker- 
Crofs, and feveral large Parcels of very valuable Goods 
were accordingly openly Burnt. They likewife fet up 
Fabrications or Manufaftories for the making all forts 
of Englifh Woollen Goods, and as they got Englith 
Wool and Englifh Workmen, they brought the faid 
Manufactures to great Perfection ; in-fhort they wanted 
nothing but Price. 

But in fpight of living hard, and working cheap, as 
foon as the Union took Place, the Englifh out-didthem, 
under-fold them, and over-work'd them, and broke all 
their Manufactories, confirming what the Mercator for- 
merly faid, (viz.) That fet the Goodnefs of Work againft 
the Price, the Englifh Manufatlure ts the Cheape/t in the 
World, 

This is evident from what has fo often appear’d of 
the French laying high Duties on our Manufactures up- 
on their Importation into their Country, in order to 
Icffen their Confumption. Indeed our Oppofers who 
have affum’d the Courage of contradicting Eftablifh’d 
Maxims, and difputing Principles, deny now, that Dear- 
nefs leffens Confumption ; all that they have hitherto 
done that way ferves but to expofe them, and were it 
true, amounts to no more than a particular Exception 
to a General Rule, which is far from a deftroying the 
General, but ferves to confirm it, as fhall be feen in its 
Place.
